Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-1 3, drawn to a method of making a liquid crystal device, 
classified in class 349, subclass 139. 

II. Claim 14 -19, drawn to a method of making a liquid crystal device, 
classified in class 349, subclass 38.

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be made without half tone 
mask or lift of (claim 1 and it's dependents) and the process of claim 7 can be 
performed without producing a capacitor or where the claimed lines are not made of ITO 
(they can have an ITO layer and an additional layer)
